Premier Bennett on his return to Canada from the World Economic Confer-| 
ence and International Conference of wheat exporting and importing 
nations. Important facts, figures and general information affecting the world 
wheat situation were presented, all of which had a bearing upon and led up| 
to the entering into of an agreement by twenty-one nations vitally interest- 
ed either as exporters or importers of wheat designed to advance the) 
common interests of all. | 

Inasmuch as there is no one question of more vital importance to the 
people of Canada, and more particularly of Western Canada, than wheat, 
we propose to supplement last week's article by a further reference to the 
subject, Statistics compiled covering a long period of years go to establish 
the fact that when the wheat producers of the world are prosperous,—that | 
is, when the price of wheat is high enough to return a fair profit to the) 
farmers raising it,—industry generally throughout the world is likewise | 
Prosperous. In other words, wheat is shown to be the barometer of pros: | 
perity. Naturally so, because it is the standard food of the great bulk of the 
human race, 

First, we recite the terms of the new international wheat agreement: 

The chief wheat exporting nations, that is Canada, Australia, Argentine | 
and the United States, agree to limit thelr combined exports of wheat in the |

crop year August 1, 1933, to July 31, 1934 so that the total world exports| Motorists of the future may be able |Michigan if the recommend 


of all countries shall not exceed 560,000,000 bushels. Of this amount Canada’s 
export allotment is 200,000,000 bushels. | 

These four countries further agree that during the following crop year | 
August 1, 1934, to July 31, 1935, they will limit their exports of wheat to 
maximum figures 15 per cent. less than the average yield and average acre- 
age sown during the period 1931-1933 inclusive. 

The minor wheat exporting countries, that is Bulgaria, Hungary, Rou-| 
man.a and Yugo-Slavia agree to limit their combined wheat exports in both | 
the crop years 1933-34 and 1934-35 to 50,000,000 bushels. | 

While Russia entered into no definite agreement as to restrictions on) 
either production or exports it did agree to enter into further negotiations | 
governing exports. 

On the other hand, the importing countries: 

(1) Agreed not to encourage any increase in the area sown to wheat in 
their respective countries. 

(2) Agreed not to take any governmental measures the effect of which 
would be to increase the domestic production of wheat. | 

(3) Agreed to adopt every possible measure to increase the consump- 
tion of wheat. 

(4) Agreed to the removal of measures which tend to lower the qual- 
ity of breadstuffs, and thereby decrease the human consumption of wheat. 

(5) Agreed to lower their customs tariffs on wheat when the world 
price reaches and maintains for a specified period an average fixed price. 

Finally, an international Wheat Advisory Committee was set up, repre- 
sentative of both exporting and importing countries, to watch over the work- 
ing and application of this agreement. 

Such is the new international agreement governing future wheat pro-| 
duction and export. It is one concrete outcome of the World Economic Con- 
ference. Whether it will prove practical in operation and satisfactory in its 
results time alone will disclose. 

It involves the export of less wheat on the part of Canada than was 
hitherto the case in normal years. Consequently, it involves the raising of 
less wheat, and the putting of a stop to further increases in wheat acreages 
and production. For the crop year 1934-35 this reduction is set at 15 per 
cent. below the average for 1931-33. 

Admittedly, the Dominion Govenment can restrict exports to any figure 
it may like. That is entirely within its control. But how can that Govern- 
ment limit production? In the United States it is being attempted by paying 
a bonus to farmers to reduce their wheat acreage, the said bonus to be paid 
out of a fund created by imposing a special tax on all wheat consumed in the 
United States. In other words, compensation is being offered the U.S. farm- 
er, It is reported from Ottawa that this idea does not meet with favor nor 
find much support there, 

It is futher reported from Ottawa that the Federal Government does not 
intend to apply any compulsion to bring about a 15 per cent. reduction in 
wheat acreage, but will rely on an educational campaign among farmers de- 
signed to encourage and bring about a voluntary reduction by them. Will 
the farmers respond to such a campaign? And if certain farmers are willing, 
and certain farmers are not, what will the result be? If one farmer reduces 
15 per cent. and another increases 15 per cent, the country will be in exactly 
the same position. If one set of farmers Gecline to reduce 15 per cent., even if 
they do not increase their production, it means that another set of farmers 
would have to reduce 30 per cent, in order to bring about an average 15/ 
per cent. reduction, 

Then, it is to be noted, that the 15 per cent. reduction in 1934-35 is to be 
from the average yield and acreage sown in 1931-33 inclusive. But tens of} 
thousands of Western farmers and millions of acres of land produced little 
or nothing in these years. They must be allowed to produce as largely as 
possible in 1933-34 and 1934-35 in order to recoup their heavy losses in these 
disastrous years. If they are to do so, and at the same time the total pro- 
duction is to be reduced by 15 per cent., it seems inevitable that those farm- 
ers who had fair crops in the period 1931-33 must decrease their future 
reduction by very much more than 15 per cent. 

And what, it will be asked, is to be done with the acreage taken out of 
wheat production? Can our farmers afford to work it and allow it to Ne 
fallow? They cannot afford to let it run to weeds, Will the result not be to 
devote it to other grains with the inevitable result of large surpluses of such 
grains over and above domestic and export demands ? 

Without attempting to sepculate on the effect which weather conditions

resent large carry-overs have depressed and continue to depress prices, 

hat hope is there of a rise in international prices, and a consequent lower- 
ing of tariffs by importing countries, if available wheat supplies are not 
limited to demand? 

Then, too, there is the question as to the effect this new international 
agreement,—with its provision for reductions of customs duties by import- | 
ing nations when the price rises,—upon the existing agreement between 
Great Britain and Canada, whereby Britain imposes a duty on foreign-grown | 
wheat while admitting our wheat free. The effect of this is to depress the 
price of foreign wheat, yet the price of foreign wheat must rise in world 
markets before the provision of the new international agreement becomes 
operative under which the importing nations undertake to reduce their cus- 
toms tariffs against wheat, that of Canada included.

A London newspaper has announc- 
ed two developments which it says 
will make British hospitals the finest 
in the world. 

Scores of famous German physi- 
cians, surgeons and research workers, 
who have been expelled from Ger- 
many, have placed their skill at the 
disposal of London hospitals, says the 
newspaper. 

A new anaesthetic has been discov- 
ered which is nearer perfection than 
anything yet tried. It has been used 
already for 25,000 operations, and 
only one patient has died.

The greatest authority on child psy- 
chology known to medicine, who will 
begin his co-operation at the begin- 
ning of the next medical term; 

A foremost authority on gynae- 
cology, who has been responsible for 
saving the lives of thousands of 
mothers in childbirth; 

Three famous bio-chemists; 

A pharmacologist, acknowledged as 
one of the leaders of his profession; 

A man who has made a life study 
of internal medicine.

| Half-a-century of regimental his- 
|tory closely linked with the making 
lof the Canadian west and marked 
with glorious chapters from the Great 
War, the Boer War, and the North- 
west Rebellion, will be recalled with 
pride in October when the 90th Win- 
nipeg Rifles, famed as the ‘Little 
Black Devils,” celebrate their golden 
jubilee at Winnipeg. 

| Two of the three men of the regi- 
ment who, in the 8th Battalion form- 
ed for overseas service from the 90th, 


will 


won the V.C. in the Great War, may! 


attend the reunion. They are Corporal 
F. G. Coppins, now at Los Angeles, 
and Corporal A. Brereton. The 
third regimental winner of the high- 
est British award for valor, Sgt. F. 
W. Hall, was killed at Ypres, April 
24, 1915, 

Formed in 1883, the regiment was 
the first to send a Canadian unit 
overseas, the Canadian ‘Voyageurs, 
100 strong, serving for nearly two 
years under Col. W. N. Kennedy, 
organizer of the regiment, in the 
Nile campaign of that year. The name 
| “Little Black Devils” was earned in 
the Northwest Rebellion two years 
jafterwards, and the regiment sent 
two detachments to South Africa. 
| For the Great War more than 14,- 
000 were recruited at regimental 
headquaters, half of them forming 
the 8th Battalion, the regiment’s 
overseas unit, the others being sent in 
‘drafts to reinforce other Canadian 
units in France. The 8th Battalion 
was the only one of five 90th-recruit- 
|cd battalions to go as a unit and it 
won great honors. 

From the second battle of Ypres 
in April, 1915, the battalion went on 
to gain 20 battle honors. More than 
400 of its personnel won decorations. 
In addition to the three V.C.’s, 11 
officers won the DS.O., and 40 the 
Military Cross, seven of them w:th 
bar. 

Non-commissioned officers and men 
were awarded 36 D.C.M.'s, 195 mili- 
tary medals with bars, and 13 of all 
ranks gained the military service 
medal, In addition eight of the “Lit- 
tle Black Devils” received the French 
Croix de Guerre, six the Belgian 
Croix de Guerre, and four the Rus- 
sian Order of St. George, fourth c’ass. 
Almost as many more men recruited 
by the 90th, but serving in other bat- 
talions, won decorations in the field. 

Major L. D. Lipsett commanded the 
8th at the historic Second Battle of 
Ypres when they won wide admira- 
, tion with their steadiness on the right 
flank of the First Division. Other bat- 
| tle honors won in the Great War in- 
cluded St. Julien, Festubert, 1915; 
Mount Sorrel, Somme, 1916; Thiepval, 
Ancre Heights, Arras, 1917-18; Vimy, 
1917; Arleux Hill 70, Passchendaele, 
Amiens, Scarpe, 1918; Drocourt- 
Queant, Canal du Nord, Mons and 
France and Flanders, 1915-18,

But 
whatever it is farmers in New Zea- 
land are taking half an hour extra 
for breakfast so that they may hear 
musical broadcasts intended for South 
Africa and families in Western Aus- 
tralia sit up late to hear news intend- 
ed for India. So far nothing has 
tempted Empire waves that bring 
tidings of Britain to Canada to de- 
part from their accustomed trans- 
Atlantic path, but the rest of the Em- 
pire is all at sixes and sevens. 

When Empire broadcasting began 
last December the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation _ directed their 
“beams” to definite zones at fixed 
times suitable for each Dominion. 
Now the wild waves have wandered 
from their set bounds and sometimes

As a consequence of these divaga- 
tions in ether the B.B.C, intends after 
October 8 to revise its Empire 
scheme, allowing radio transmission 
to go anywhere in the Empire in the 
daytime, but concentrating on zones 
during fixed hours in the evenings.

It is possible that, in normal times, 


banks in Canada might safely be per-| 


mitted to loan on mortgage. But in 
abnormal times there would be dan- 
ger, and it is for abnormal times that 
safeguards are devised. In any case, 


_the mortgage business lies rather be- 


yond the functions of banking, as we 
recognize it. A bank may be said to 
have three principal functions; to 
supply most of the paper currency 
which constitutes the medium for 
many of the smaller commercial 
transactions; to provide the mechan- 


ism of exchange, through cheques, 
drafts, and the like, by means of 
which the general business of the 


country is carried on; and to deal in, 
create and distribute credit, including 
the acceptance of deposits and the 
making of loans. In discharging this 
later function, the banker becomes a 
trustee, and it is in connection with 
his trusteeship that safeguards are 
necessary.— Vancouver Piovince.

atmosphere for his treatment. A 
writer in a recent issue of Hyge'a 
points out the need for establishing 
colonies, through legislative or phil- 
anthropic action, in which afflicted 
persons can be treated and stud'ed 
with a view to the possible rehabilita- 
tion of the individual and the eradi- 
cation of the disease—New York 
Evening Post.
